A gun was flashed ... the cashier sounded 
the alarm buzzer ... the gunman fled. That should have been the 
end of the episode ... the rest is up to the police, However, 
either from a distorted sense of loyalty, or just plain bravado, 
the assistant manager and doorman gave chase, cornered the bandit 
and were threatened with his gun, before he ducked down an alley. 
The police later caught up with hin. 


Fellows ... the company does not expect you to risk your 
life in the discharge of your duties. We pay out thousands of 
dollars every year to the insurance companies for just this sort 
of protection, We expect you to take every precaution to discour- 
age attempts at theft, armed or otherwise ... by not leaving cash 
in plain view on the boxoffice counter ... by clearing your b.o, 
regularly, several times a day ... by LOCKING your safe every time 
you have occasion to use it. BUT ... we do not expect you to do 
the job your police department is paid to do. 


Please make sure that you instruct every member of your 
staff in the proper handling of funds and tickets ... but impress 
on them that they're not much good either to us, or their families, 
DEAD. A basket of flowers and a note of condolence isn't too great 
a comfort to the widow, Don't wind up being a DEAD HERO,

TAKING "ASSIST ADVERTISING" CREDITS 


For as many years as I can remember we've made deals with the dis- 
tributors to share in our advertising costs on certain pictures .,. 
and for just as many years, in spite of repeated instructions, many 
of our boys still don't seem to have the slightest idea as to the 
proper procedure to be used in recovering our share of the costs, 


Certain exchanges permit you to deduct their share from 
film rental .., others like you to bill them. In either case, a 
complete breakdown of your advertising expenditure, supported by 
tear sheets, duplicate invoices etc, is a MUST ... one set to the 
exchange ... the other to Al Troyer. If youtre still not too 
sure of how to handle "Assists ..." drop Norm Jackson a note 
he has a mimeographed set of instructions, which should be in 
every manager's file ... If you don't have them, Norm will send 
along a duplicate set, 
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Don't duck fellows ... your company investigator is a pretty nice 

guy ... He has no axe to grind, and you'd be surprised at how many 
nice things he has to say about you ... when you give him half a 
chance. He reports what he sees ... no more and no less, He must 

of necessity be a very observant sort of guy, and at times may notice 
certain things that you, being so close to your operation, may have 
simply overlooked. He's not a policeman, and he is not a spy ... 

He merely reports what he sees, and we pick it up from there. 


Our company investigator is a one-man service organization, 
and he's working for YOU. No matter how cautious you may think you 
are in the operation of your theatre, occasionally certain abuses 
creep in, which if unchecked can snowball to incredible proportions, 
and can possibly cast a stigma on your reputation as a manager, and 
as a good businessman. His reports and comments are communicated 
to you in order that YOU may take the necessary steps to remedy such 
abuses or violations of company rules, before they get completely 
out of hand, 


Ferg Martin has prepared for me a compilation of the more 
common faults, as gleaned from a cross-section study of investiga-~ 
tors! reports over a period of time, and covering most of our 
theatres from coast to coast, There are several headings, and I'll 
take them one at a time, and try to cover all the subject matter 
in the next two or three issues. Suppose we start with your theatre 
front, as it looks to a passer-by ... a potential customer, 


THEATRE FRONTS 
1. Dark bulbs ... duds, lots of them in your marquee and 
upright sign. Haven't been changed in weeks. Very 
unsightly. 


2. Paint peeling under the marquee, and starting to rust 
where the rain had got at it. 


3. Display frames and doors in bad need of a coat of paint. 
Occasionally no display material in one or more frames. 


4, Flasher border not working. Neon tubing jerky and buzzing, 
indicating that transformer should be replaced, 


5. One whole end of the "V" attraction board not lighted. 
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THEATRE FRONTS (cont'd. 
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6. Whole panes of opal glass in marquee missing ... some 
broken, 


7. Entire front fully lighted from 15 to 30 minutes after 
the box-office closed. 


8, Titles of attraction misspelled on the attraction board, 


9. Advertising in outside wall-frames carrying copy on the 
previous attraction ,.. Somebody just forgot. 


10. No sign of feature title on the marquee ,,. only names 
of the stars, 


BOX OFFICE 


1. Box office opened from 2 to 15 minutes later than the 
time advertisied on card in the window. 


2. Box office closed, and front darkened 20 minutes before 
hae) Grays Cur “leney ake Sy eh 5 AIO) Je aI 


3. Student prices not included on the admission price card, 

4, Admission prices not displayed in the box office, 

5. In a non-continuous house, the matinee admission prices 
were left in the box office after it closed, and were not 


changed until it re-opened in the evening. 


6. Newspaper ad advertised opening time as 6,00 o'clock .., 
while sign at box office read "Open at 6.30," 


7. Feature times not displayed in box office or on front, 
Cashier spent half her time supplying this information.

Here's one way of cutting expenses in the booth ... but, you've 
got to know how, Truman Marr, manager of the Paramount in Kent- 
ville tells me that you can add many hours of use to your tungar 
bulbs by this simple expedient ... 


These bulbs are not cheap, and it appears that they stop 
operating due to continued arcing at the base contacts, caused by 
the alternate heating and cooling process, If not kept tight in 
their sockets they deteriorate much more quickly. Truman's operator, 
by trial and error, discovered that if the bottom contacts are 
filed slightly, the bulb's life expectancy can be greatly increased. 
Many bulbs are discarded as useless due to an accumulation of oxide 
on the contacts, although the filament is still as good as new, 


Try this one on your projectionist ... and make sure that 
he tries it too,

valuable lesson ... Arthur used to be a projectionist, so perhaps 
his technical knowledge is greater than yours ... but you have 
projectionists too .., and they should be able to do a lot of the 
little repair jobs in the booth without having to holler for a 
service man ...

Art managed to bridge it temporarily, so 
the show could continue, and then, at intermission, he salvaged 
from some obsolute equipment in his basement another table switch, 
and managed to install it with only a few moments! delay in the show, 
As a matter of fact, no one but Art and his operator knew that any~ 
thing was wrong ... 


One way of making sure that "The Show Must Go On ..." is 
to know all there is to know about your end of the business ae 
and to make sure that you learn at least the basic principles of 
everybody else's job .., in your theatre. It!s good insurance
